Riverport, which operates in 
west Hickman does not receive 
direct funding from the federal 
government. However, they 
could eventually be affected if 
the shut down were to last for 
an extended period of time. 

“The Hickman-Fulton 

County Riverport Authority 
does not receive any direct 
federal funding to operate. We

A wet spring late into the season 
has resulted in a delayed corn 
harvest this fall. The Hickman- 
Fulton County Riverport 
Authority is experiencing delays 
in moving barges in and out of 
the Hickman Harbor, as well. “A 
little behind now from last year,” 
stated Port Director Greg Curlin 
on his numbers for August. 
“September is picking up and I 
anticipate good com and bean 
crops to increase our totals.” 

Recently the river fell to 


around 9 feet, adding to the 
Port’s slow down. “The water 
got down to about 9 feet,” he 
said. “The harbor itself couldn’t 
have barges come in or out 
over 9 1/2 feet with low spots 
in a few areas.” This resulted 
in some light drafted barges. 

Early predictions show the 
water level increasing to around 
14 or 15 feet, further aiding 
the Port in increasing their 
numbers with a productive fall 
harvest. On Tuesday, Oct. 1, the 
levels were already receding 
again to near single digits. 


Last year most com crops 
were harvested in the months 
of August and September. This 
year USD A numbers show 
only an estimated 8.8% of the 
U.S. corn crop harvested as of 
September 22. This is far behind 
the 16% five-year average. The 
harvest is the most far along 
in North Carolina, where an 
estimated 74% of harvest is 
completed. USDA’s September 
report pegs the national 
com yield average at 155.3

Test scores improve district¬ 
wide at Fidton County 


“Moving on up towards Pro¬ 
ficiency” is how PaTrice Cham¬ 
bers, instmctional supervisor, 
is describing Fulton County 
School District K-PREP assess¬ 
ment scores. “We are not where 
we need to be, but we are mak¬ 
ing steady gains with student 
achievement,” stated Chambers. 

Mrs. Chambers reported that 
the Fulton County School Dis¬ 
trict has moved from being at 
the fifth percentile to the 48th 
percentile with an overall score 
of 54.8. “This is an increase of 


10.4 points from their score of 

44.4 last year,” she added. “We 
are proud to say that Fulton 
County School District is no lon¬ 
ger classified as a focus district.” 

Fulton County High School 
has leaped into the Progressing 
classification with major gains. 
Last year, they were in the fifth 
percentile and this year they 
have climbed to the 62nd per¬ 
centile giving them an overall 
score of 56.8. The high school is

Fulton County farmers could qualify for relief funding 


The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USD A) has 
designated 16 counties in 
Missouri as primary natural 
disaster areas due to damages 
and losses caused by excessive 
rainfall and flooding that occurred 
July 15-Aug. 19. Farmers and 
ranchers in Fulton County, Ky., 
also qualify for natural disaster 
assistance because their county 
is contiguous. 

The Missouri counties were 
designated natural disaster 
areas, making all qualified farm 
operators in the designated 


areas, and contiguous counties in 
Arkansas and Kentucky, eligible 
for low interest emergency 
(EM) loans from USDA’s Farm 
Service Agency (ESA), provided 
eligibility requirements are met. 
Farmers in eligible counties 
have eight months from the 
date of the declaration to apply 
for loans to help cover part of 
their actual losses. ESA has a 
variety of programs, in addition 
to the EM loan program, to help 
eligible farmers recover from 
adversity. 

Additional programs 


available to assist farmers and 
ranchers include the Emergency 
Conservation Program, 

Federal Crop Insurance, and 
the Noninsured Crop Disaster 
Assistance Program. Interested 
farmers may contact their 
local USD A Service Center 
for further information on 
eligibility requirements and 
application procedures for these 
and other programs. Additional 
information is also available 
online at http://disaster.fsa.usda. 
gov.

do not expect to feel any effects 
of the shutdown at this time. We 
do however work closely with 
the Army Corps of Engineers and 
their budget is directly related 
to the federal government and 
will have some effects with the 
shutdown. This could affect the 
Riverport somehow in the future 
if the shutdown goes on for very 
long,” stated Riverport Director 
Greg Curlin. 

Eulton County Judge/Executive 
David Gallagher agrees with 
Curlin. “The shutdown will have 
no immediate affect; however, 
if it continues for very long then 
we will be impacted,” stated 
Gallagher. “There is plenty 
of flngerpointing going on in 
Washington. The bottom line 
is simply that the President and 
Congress are not working for us. 
A great case is being made for 
term limits. Sad.” 

U.S. Senator and Republican 
Leader Mitch McConnell and 
U.S. Rep Ed Whitfleld, Chairman 
of the House Subcommittee on 
Energy and Power, both released 
statements on Monday night. 
Sept. 30 regarding the impending 
government shut down. Both cited 
fault with the Democrats lack of 
compromise with several issues, 
mainly Obamacare. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 1, after the 
shut down took place, McConnell 
added the following statement, 
“Every piece of legislation the 
House sent over would have kept 
the government from shutting 
down. Each one represented more 
of a compromise than the last. 

“Get this: last night. Senate 
Democrats went so far as to reject 
legislation that would have kept 
the government running under two 
conditions - just two: that families 
get the same one-year relief as 
employers, and that Congress has 
to follow the same rules on the 
Obamacare exchanges as their 
constituents.” 

According to Whitfleld 
there was one last effort before 
midnight to fnd a way to get the 
governement funded, the House 
of Representatives requested the 
Senate to appoint conferees to 
negotiate a short-term government 
funding deal in a conference 
committee between the House and 
Senate. 

To put this in a historical context, 
this is the 18th government 
shutdown since 1976.

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approved. “The Senate version 
authorizes $25 million in funds 
to cover harbor maintenance for 
the approximate 18 ports on the 
Mississippi River,” noted Port 
Director Curlin. “The House 
version didn’t appropriate funds 
by name and didn’t say anything 
specific about dredging the 
smaller harbors, but does call 
for the Corps of Engineers to use 
10% of its budget to maintain 
emerging harbors for 2015 and 
2016.” Port Director Curlin did 
add that he is concerned about 
the House version as it talks 
about “emer^g” ports, those 
moving a million tons or less 
and how the Corps would be 
directed to take fonds out for 
their allocated budget. Another 
concern of Curlin’s is that the 
bill only includes years 2015 and 
2016. 

Port Director Curlin is a 
board member of the Kentucky 
Water Transportation Advisory 
Committee, which met 
Wednesday, Sept. 18. “During 
last week’s meeting I learned that 
our project for a new truck scale 
was fourth on the list and has 
been approved,” Port Director 
Curlin said. “If we are interested 
in pursuing this, we will have 
to provide half of the funding 
in the amount of $36,000.” The 
current scale is underground 
and approximately 40 years old. 
Port Director Curlin is looking 
to install an above ground scale, 
which will be 70 feet long. The 
current in-ground scale retains 
water when it rains and can 
only handle trucks up to 60 feet 
in length. An engineer has been 
to the current sight and has said 
that it is feasible to place the 
scale in the same location, but 
traffic flow could be an issue. He 
looked to the Board for further 
insight regarding the proposed 
project. “I don’t want to make 
decisions that will affect the 
Port negatively in the future,” 
Port Director Curlin said. “We 
need to put it in the best location 
possible.” 

The board moved to closed 
session at 8:25 p.m. to discuss 
business and property. The board 
will reconvene in re^ar session 
on Tuesday, Oct. 22 at 7 p.m.

The SBDM council then went 
over strengths, weaknesses and 
goals of the high school. One 
goal was to no longer be on the 
list as a FOCUS school. They 
are also striving to increase the 
academic index to 70. 

Currently the high school has 
an enrollment of 158 students 
with 78.5% of them listed as 
free/reduced lunch students. 
Twelve teachers, two adminis¬ 
trators, and four classified sup¬ 
port staff are on hand to imple¬ 
ment a supportive climate for 
academics at the high school. 

The monthly school board 
meeting was held just hours 
before the embargo was lifted 
on last year’s test scores. Lamb 
was projecting marked improve¬ 
ments over last year’s numbers. 
“I am predicting that we will 
be within the 50% projectile,” 
she said. “This means that 50% 
of the schools did the same or 
worse than we did.” She also 
believed that the graduation 
number, which was 70.5% last 
year, would be over 90% this 
year. 

Lamb was right, the high 
school went from the fifth per¬ 
centile in the state classifying 
them as a needs improvements 
focus school to a high progress¬ 
ing focus school at 62 percen¬ 
tile. This means FCHS did the 
same as or better academically 
than 62% of the high schools in 
Kentucky. 

The graduation rate also in¬ 
creased considerably, now sit¬ 
ting at 97.7%. 

The ACT score, still not at the 
state’s average, also increased 
to 16.4 from 15.6 last year. 

The PLAN score numbers, 
now at the state’s average is at 
17.3, which shows promise for 
next year’s ACT scores. The 
students who took the PLAN 
test will be taking the ACT test 
this year. 

Lamb also projected that nov¬ 
ice numbers would go down, 
and they did. “This is what we 
want,” she said. “We want the 
novice numbers to decrease and 
the distinguished and proficient 
numbers to increase.” 


After reviewing the test 
scores most all numbers did in¬ 
crease at FCHS. In some areas 
such as Algebra II and Biology 
the numbers at the high school 
are now higher than the state 
average. 

“We are not in the state av¬ 
erage or higher in most other 
areas,” added Lamb. “We still 
have a lot of work to do.” 

With a combined effort be¬ 
tween the high school and the 
Fulton County Area Technol¬ 
ogy Center (ATC), all members 
of the SBDM council are con¬ 
fident that numbers across the 
board will continue to increase. 
The school’s college and career 
readiness rate went up as well 
over last year. 

The SBDM council did ask 
the school board to consider 
some school-wide/department 
requests including the addition 
of some new electives, repairs 
and/or replacement of lockers, 
more parent IC portal signups, 
bathroom stalls and toilets reno¬ 
vations, updated computer lab 
and safety equipment for chem¬ 
istry lab. 

The items, such as adding ar¬ 
chery facility, track, and athletic 
training facility were additional 
requests, but, unfortunately, are 
non-bondable items. “Even if 
we wanted to add on to the cen¬ 
tral office,” stated Superinten¬ 
dent Aaron Collins, “the funds 
would have to come out of the 
general fund. It is a non-bond¬ 
able improvement, as well.” 
Collins added that funding could 
come from donors. 

The request for a function¬ 
ing greenhouse is already being 
looked at by the school board. 
Collins asked ATC Principal 
Terry Sullivan and Suttles to 
submit estimates for the mate¬ 
rials needed. The labor would 
be performed by the carpentry 
class at the ATC. 

This helps fill the void in the 
carpentry class with the loss 
of funding for them to build a 
house. “We are currently con¬ 
structing portable buildings and 
will be selling them,” Sullivan 
said. “This will help us with ob¬ 
taining funds so that maybe we 
can build a house next year.”

Harbor boat ride to photograph Asian Carp 


A couple of weeks ago Ronnie 
Knott and Joe Stout were in 
the Hickman Harbor catching 
themselves a few Asian Carp. 
They travel from Greenfield, 
Tenn., on a regular basis to 
fish the Mississippi River for 
catfish. 

On Thursday, Sept. 26 they 


were back, this time they had 
Ronnie’s son, Aaron with them. 
After catching 11 catfish, they 
invited me onto their boat for 
a ride in the Hickman Harbor. 
They wanted me to experience, 
first hand, the Asian Carp or 
jumping fish, that have made 
their way into the harbor. 


We made a few rounds on the 
outskirts of the harbor with me 
snapping away at the jumping 
fish. While trying to capture 
photos of this fish that can jump 
up to 8 to 10 feet in the air, I 
kept hoping that they wouldn’t 
jump in the boat and knock me 
off my seat. 

On our third pass around the 
harbor two fish made their way 
into the boat with one of them 
hitting Joe! With one flopping 
around in the middle of the 
boat, Aaron scooped him up and 
placed him in the cooler. It took 
Joe just a couple of seconds to 
recover from getting hit in the 
back from one and he put that 
one in the cooler, too. Joe and 
Ronnie use the Asian Carp for 
bait. 

These fish have become 
notorious for being easily 
frightened by boats and 
personal watercraft, which 
causes them to leap high into 
the air. According to Wifipedia, 
numerous boaters have been 
severely injured by collisions 
with the fish. According to the 
EPA, “reported injuries include 
cuts from fins, black eyes, 
broken bones, back injuries and 
concussions.” This behavior has 
sometimes also been attributed 


to the vei 7 similar bighead carp, 
but this is uncommon. Bighead 
c^ do not normally jump when 
frightened. 

Some species of Asian Carp 
cause harm when they are 
introduced to new environments. 
The black carp feeds on native 
mussels and snails, some of 
whichcanbealreadyendangered. 
Grass carp can alter the food 
webs of a new environment 
by altering the communities of 
plants, invertebrates and fish. 
Silver carp feed on the plankton 
necessary for larval fish and 
native mussels. 

Back in March 2013, a two- 
day tournament was held at 
Kentucky Dam Marina, and was 
dubbed the country’s first-ever 
commercial tournament for the 
invasive species. 

In May 2013 it was announced 
that Two Rivers Fishery would 
purchase the carp from local 
fishermen. They would then 
process the fish and freeze the 
meat before shipping it overseas. 
The facility is capable of taking 
in over 10,000 carp each day. It 
is hoped that the new venture 
would motivate fishermen to 
target Asian carp, which are not 
in high demand in American 
markets.
